President's  Message 

Nineteen  .sixty-two  holds  great  promise  for 
San  Francisco  and  for  the  Bay  Area  and.  at 
the  same  time,  poses  problems  in  the  solution 
of  which  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  play 
a  vital  part. 

One  of  our  most  serious  challenges  is  to 
improve  the  traffic  situation.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary to  bring  forth  a  freeway  program  which 
the  general  public  will  endorse.  At  the  same 
time,  it  will  be  necessary  to  rally  public  sup- 
port for  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit. 

The  13  counties  of  the  Bay  Region  will  con- 
tinue to  grow  at  the  rate  of  some  10.000 
people  a  month  during  the  decade,  as  they  did 
in  the  '50s.  The  Rapid  Transit  plan  involving 
at  least  the  four  central  counties  of  the  imme-

movement  of  those  making  up  this  expanding 
population  is  to  be  expedited. 

Meanwhile,  we  will  seek  a  furtherance  of 
the  program  of  <*ooperation  between  business 
interests  and  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  jiroviding  attractive  and  adequate 
downtown  parkitig  facilities  lo  maintain  the 
business  volume  of  the  central  business  dis 
Iricl. 

The  continued  slimulalion  and  growth  of 
manufacturing  operations  through  the  expan- 
sion of  existing  factories  and  the  attraction  of 
new  ones  is  a  problem  invidved  in  the  enor- 
mous population  growth.  After  all.  manufac- 
turing is  a  basic  industry  and.  if  a  high  rate 
of  growth  in  manufacturing  employment  can 
l)e  experienced,  it  is  axiomatic  that  retail  and 
wholesale  trade  will  be  expanded  and  the 
service  industries  will  thrive. 

San  Francisco  has  been  experiencing  one  of 
llie  greatest  volumes  of  building  activity  in  its 
history. 

The  public  is  familiar  with  all  the  construc- 
tion which  is  scheduled  in  San  Francisco's 
ledevelopment  areas  —  the  Golden  Gateway, 
Diamond  Heights,  and  the  Western  Addition. 
The  Chamber  intends  to  continue  its  activities 
in  regard  to  the  redevelopment  of  areas  south 
of  Market  Street.  Our  previous  tight  office 
building  space  situation  has  been  relieved  by 
^uch  splendid  new  structures  as  the  Crc 
Zellerbach  building,  the  John  Hancock  Build- 
ing, the  International  Building  and  structur 
erected  by  the  Cahill  interests  and  others.

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S.F.  Business  Activity  Shows  8.5%  Gain  for  1961 


Business  activity  in  San  Francisco  for  1961 
gained  8.5  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 
according  to  the  Research  Department  of  the 
Chamher. 

The  Chamher  index  of  193.7  —  based  on  a 
1947-49  average  of  100  —  was  a  new  high. 
Based  on  four  components  which  comprise 
the  index.  1961  showed  a  healthy  recovery 
from  the  "recession"  year  of  1960  in  which 
the  Chamber  index  also  reached  a  new  annual 
high. 


Approximately  half  the  year-to-year  gain 
in  the  index  was  caused  by  a  12  per  cent 
jump  in  bank  debits  to  demand  deposits  in 
San  Francisco  banks.  By  comparison,  San 
Jose  bank  debits  gained  10.1  per  cent,  while 
Oakland's  were  off  3.0  per  cent  from   1960. 

Electric  energy  sales  to  residential,  com- 
mercial and  industrial  users  rose  five  per  cent 
in  1961  over  1960. 

San  Francisco  department  store  sales 
showed  a  1.1  per  cent  improvement  over  1960,

Holtum's  move  was  caused  by  the  sudden 
demise  of  Ogden  Johnson,  Vice  President  of 
Equitable,  whom  Holtum  is  replacing.  Hol- 
tuni's  new  position  places  him  in  charge  of 
Equitable's  city  loans  and  real  estate  through- 
out the  50  states. 

Di  Giorgio,  the  75th  President  of  the  oldest 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  West,  was  born 
in  Baltimore  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Notre  Dame.  He  also  is  a  Director 
and  Executive  Committee  member  of  S&W 
Fine  Foods,  Inc..  and  TreeSweet  Products 
Company,  wholly-owned  subsidiaries  of  Di 
Giorgio  and  of  the  New  York  Auction  Cor- 
poration. 

Holtum  was  born  in  San  Jose  and  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  California.  He 
joined  California  Pacific  Title  Insurance  Com- 
pany in  1926,  served  with  Aetna  Life  Insur- 
ance Company.  Coldwell  Banker  &  Company, 
and  on  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  Board. 
He  is  a  Past  President  of  the  Mortgage 
Banker's  Association,  northern  California 
chapter,  and  the  American  Institute  of  Real 
Estate  Appraisers,  northern  California  chap- 
ter. 

"Mr.  Holtum.  a  man  of  real  stature,  will 
be  missed  very  much  by  the  Chamber,"  G.  L.

with  a  134.3  index  (again  using  1947-49  as 
100).  Elsewhere,  retail  trade  gained  6.8  per 
cent  in  San  Jose  and  4.9  per  cent  in  Oakland, 
measured  by  department  store  sales. 

The  only  component  which  pulled  the  index 
downward  was  freight  car  nutvements  in  San 
Francisco,  which  fell  6.0  per  cent  from  1960 
to  127,215  in  1961.  Freight  car  loads  in  11 
Bay  Area  cities,  which  account  for  about  85 
per  cent  of  the  local  traffic,  showed  only  a  1.7 
per  cent  slackening  for  1961.

the  Bay  Region,  according  to  the  Transpnrl;i 
tion  Department  of  the  Chamber. 

ICC  Hearing  E.xaniiner  I.eonard  J.  Ka^~'  t 
lianded  down  findings  which  emphasized  eli 
criminatory  aspects  of  the  new  rate  scales  lui 
transcontinental  shipping  which  apply  a  six 
per  cent  rate  increase  from  Northern  Califor- 
nia [>oints  while  exempting  Southern  Califor- 
nia points.  The  rale  differential  applied  to 
motor  carriers  and  freight  forwarders. 

In  hearings  in  Kansas  City  last  May. 
Charles  C.  Miller.  Manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Transportation  department,  presented  evi- 
dence stressing  the  discriminatory  aspects 
of  the  present  increases  but  did  not  take  a 
position  on  the  need  for  a  general   increase. 

Examiner  Kassel's  report  found  that  "the 
withhidding  of  increases  between  certain 
points  in  the  excluded  territory  (of  Southern 
California)  and  the  application  of  the  in- 
creases between  other  points  |San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  and  Northern  California)  cause 
undue  preference  to  the  former  localities  and 
undue  prejudice  to  the  latter. . . ." 

As  a  result  of  Examiner  Kassel's  order,  the 
tariff  schedules  are  to  be  cancelled  by  ICC 
order. 

$179  Million  In 
Industrial  Output 

More  than  $179  million  in  capital  Invesl- 
nienl  was  cimimitted  for  new  industrial  plants 
and  expansion  of  existing  facilities  in  north- 
ern California  through  the  first  nine  months  of 
1961.  according  to  the  Industrial  Department. 

In  San  Francisco  ])roper.  48  new  plants 
were  established  through  September  of  last 
year,  and  103  plants  were  expanded.  In  the 
LSI  projects.  549  jobs  were  provided  with  a 
total  expenditure  for  new  plants  and  cxpaii 
sions  of  more  than  $7..S  million. 

The  Bay  Region's  13  counties,  ihrou^h  ihc' 
September  period,  recorded  a  total  expendi- 
ture of  more  than  $1.50  million.  The  48  coun- 
ties of  northern  (California  committed  almost 
S180  million  in  new  plan!  and  factory  expan- 
sion expenditures.

Chamber  Opposes 
Wilderness  Bill 
In  Publie  Interest 

"The  vast  majority  of  Ihiiti-d  .Slates  citizen 
would  be  permanently  denied  the  benefits  o 
millions  of  acres  of  federal  land  if  the  wilder 
ness  bill  now  before  Congress  is  enacted. 
G.  L.  Fox,  Executive  Vice  President  of  th^ 
Chamber,  warned  today. 

Fox^s  statement  followed  unanimous 
acceptance  by  the  Chamber  Roard  of 
Directors  of  u  recomenHulion  by  the 
Chamber  IvCgislaiive  and  National  Af- 
fairs Section  that  the  bill  (S.  174)  be 
opposed. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Chamber  l.egis 
lative  and  National  Affairs  Section  was  pre- 
sented to  the  board  by  its  Chairman.  Frede 
H.  Hawkins,  of  Pillsbury.  Madison  and  Sutro. 
who  declared  that  "provisions  in  the  bill  would 
reverse  the  legislative  process  by  by-passiii 
customary  congressional  authority. 

"The  bill  would  establish  a  perma- 
nent wilderness  system  of  a  potential 
61  million  acres  of  public  land,  90  per 
cent  of  which  would  be  in  the  12  west- 
ern states,"  Hawkins  said.  "Access  to 
the  land  by  the  public  would  be  virtu- 
ally prohibited  because  permanent 
roads  and  motor  vehicles  of  any  kind 
would  be  ruled  out. 

"Supporters  contend  that  the  bill  would 
'secure  for  the  American  people  of  present 
and  future  generations  the  benefits  of  an 
enduring  resource  of  wilderness'  but  the 
Chamber  is  asking:  'What  benefits?' 

"Practically  the  only  persons  who 
would  benefit  directly  from  the  bill 
would  be  those  few  who  have  the  physi- 
cal an<l  financial  resources  to  pack  into 
the  wilderness  areas. 

"It  is  unlikely  that  under  the  terms  of  this  • 
liitl  the  economic  potentialities  of  the  areas 
would  ever  be  disctivered  or  developed.  Thus 
potential  jobs  would  be  lost.  An  unknown 
quantity  of  minerals  and  other  resources  t 
could  be  critically  needed  in  the  future  would 
remain    untapped."

Construetion  Iiifliistry  Records 
Billioo  Dollar  Year  in  Bajr  Area 

Nearly  one  billion  dollars  were  authorized  for  building  construction  in  the  nine 
counties  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  last  year,  the  Chamber  Research  depart- 
ment reports. 

The  total  of  $972  million  excludes  many  millions  of  dollars  committed  by  vari- 
ous government  agencies  and  by  utihties  for  such  projects  as  highways,  public 
works,  water  supply  systems  or  dams.  


(The  nine  counties  include  San  Francisco, 
Alameda.  Contra  Costa.  San  Mateo.  Marin, 
Solano.  Napa,  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma ) . 

Five  of  the  counties — San  Francisco.  Ala- 
meda, Contra  Costa,  San  Mateo  and  Santa 
Clara — accounted  for  88  per  cent  of  the  Bay 
Area  total,  and  each  topped  the  $100  million 
mark  in  value  of  permits  issued.    They  were: 

Santa  Clara,  $288.2  million;  Alameda. 
$179.1  million;  San  Mateo,  $1.58.3  million; 
Contra  Costa,  $119.9  million;  and  San  Fran- 
cisco, $110.3  million. 

More  than  173  projects  of  one  million 
dollars  or  more  in  valuation  were  begun  in 
1961 — these  alone  totaled  about  $570  million. 


Of  these,  23  were  worth  $5  million  or  more 
and  10  of  them  topped  the  $10  million  mark. 

Additional  projects  of  $5  million  or  more, 
currently  under  way,  begun  in  or  prior  to 
1960.  have  not  been  included  in  this  report, 
the  Chamber  said. 

A  geographical  breakdown  of  the  173  ma- 
jor projects  includes  43  in  Alameda  County, 
42  in  Santa  Clara  County.  23%  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  San  Mateo  Counties  each  (one 
project  involves  both  counties),  16%  in  Con- 
tra Costa  County,  10y2  in  Marin  County, 
seven  in  Sonoma  county,  six  in  Solano  County 
and  one  in  Napa  County.

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Farms  Face 
Lab«»r  Strite,

California  agriculture  "faces  months  of  in- 
tensified struggle  in  the  fight  against  political, 
labor  and  other  highly  organized  pressure 
groups,"  Philip  Di  Giorgio,  President  of  the 
Chamber,  told  a  group  of  the  state's  agricul- 
tural leaders  during  a  recent  luncheon  at  the 
Fairmont  Hotel. 

Di  Giorgio.  Executive  Vice  President  of  Di 
Giorgio  Fruit  Corporation,  addressing  a  lunch- 
eon meeting  of  the  Chamber  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee— comprised  of  more  than  50  of  the  top 
men  in  the  state's  top  industry — said  that  agri- 
culture "has  been  continuously  subjected  to 
a  number  of  intensified  pressures,  including 
full  scale  union  organizing  drives. 

"'In  spite  of  the  fact  that  California  farmers 
pay  the  highest  farm  wages  this  is  still  not 
enough  for  these  highly  organized  groups." 
he  continued.  "With  the  views,  attitudes  and 
philosophies  of  government,  we  have  only 
seen  the  beginning.  The  months  ahead  will 
make  the  last  two  years  look  like  child's  play." 

There  is  a  likelihood  of  more  strikes  this 
year.  Di  Giorgio  continued,  pointing  out  the 
need  for  agricultural  leaders  to  organize  to 
meet  their  common  problems.

San  Francisco's  business  aclivlly  index  for 
January  gained  8.6  per  oeni  over  llie  same 
month  last  year,  according  to  llie  Chandjer 
Research  Department. 

The  Chamber  index  o{  212.1.  l)ased  on  the 
19^7-4y  average  equal  to  100.  reflects  a  rise 
in  lacli  of  the  four  components  comprising  it 
over  January  1%1  figures: 

•  Bank  debits  lo  Hcniiincl  deposits 
jumped  18.6  per  rent  lo  a  new  hieh  of 
S6.3  billion  compared  to  $5.3  billion 
for  January  of  last  veur. 
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•  Electric  energy  sales  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, overshadowing  every  month  of 
1961,  were  up  6.3  per  cent  above  the 
previous  January  total. 

•  January  freight  car  loadings  in 
San  Francisco  eclipsed  the  same  month 
a  year  ago  and  rose  7.8  per  cent  higher 
in  the  Bay  Area  for  the  month. 

Construct  ion  acivity  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area — as  reflected  by  building  permits  is- 
sued in  the  nine  counties  of  Alameda.  Contra 
Costa.  Marin.  San  Francisco.  San  Mateo,  So- 
lano. Napa.  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma — topped 
January  of  1961  in  all  respects,  including  a 
17  per  cent  gain  in  valuation,  a  45.5  per  cent 
rise  in  residential  construction  and  a  27.1  per 
cent  increase  in  the  number  of  housing  units 
authorized. 

Within  San  Francisco  the  value  of  all  per- 
mits issued  dropped  to  less  than  half  the  total 
of  January.  1961.  although  there  was  an  in- 
crease of  7.6  per  cent  in  number  of  permits 
issued.  Tliis  involved  a  significant  increase  in 
the  number  of  single  family  residences  author- 
ized, many  of  which  were  in  the  Diamond 
Heights  redevelopment  area.  There  were  no 
major  projects  ($200,000  or  over)  authorized 
in  January. 

Air  Traffic  Gain 

Final  reports  for  1961  from  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  show  that  passengers 
arriving  and  departing  via  16  scheduled  air- 
lines gained  2.5  per  cent  from  I960  while  the 
number  of  flights  dropped  2.4  per  cent.  Total 
mail  carried,  air  express  pounds  and  air 
freight  pounds  all  reached  new  highs  for  the 
year— registering  gains  of  21.2  per  cent,  10.2 
per  cent  and  15.9  per  cent,  respectively,  over 
the  previr)us  year. 

January  employment  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  metropolitan  area  gained  2.9  per  cent 
over  the  previous  January.  Unemi)loyment 
dropped  5.2  per  cent,  now  constituting  .5.7  per 
cent  of  the  labor  force.  Employment  in  govern- 
ment sliowed  the  gri'atest  increase  —  5.2  per 
cent  over  January,  1961. 

Bri.si(  Stocic  Excfiangcs 

January  activity  on  the  stock  exchanges  was 
brisk.  The  Pacific  Coast  Stock  Exchange,  with 
branches  in  .San  Francisco  and   l.os  Angeles, 


chalked  up  gains  of  41.5  per  cent  in  shares 
traded— the  highest  total  since  May  of  1961  - 
and  in  value  of  shares,  7.9  per  cent  above 
January  of  last  year.  The  .San  Francisco  Min- 
ing Exchange  traded  1.657.900  shares  in  Janu- 
ary, a  48.3  per  cent  lift  over  the  preceding 
year,  with  a  value  more  than  double  that  of 
January.   1961. 

In  real  i-slale  there  was  an  increase  of  17.6 


per  cent  in  deeds  recorded  and  29.2  per  cent 
in  mortgage  loans.  More  than  $53  million 
worth  of  mortgages  were  recorded — a  gain  of 
1.50.6  per  cent  over  a  year  ago  and  the  high- 
est total  in  recent  years. 

Traflic  on  all  Bay  .\rea  bridges  showed  gains 
over  January  of  1961.  The  Dumbarton  Bridge 
set  a  new  record  of  240,471  crossings,  an  in- 
crease of  2,5.2  per  cent.

Hit  Record  $2.27  Billion  in  '62 

Sail  Francisco  Bay  Area  savings  and  loan  association  assets  reached  a  record 
high  of  more  than  $2.27  billions  at  the  end  of  last  year — an  increase  of  29.3  per 
cent  over  the  previous  year  compared  to  a  statewide  increase  of  only  24  per  cent, 
according  to  the  Chamber  Research  Department. 

The  number  of  savings  and  loan  associations,  increased  by  two  last  year,  now 
totals  55  in  the  Bay  Area.   Newcomers  are  the 
Tamalpais  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of 
Corte  Madera  and  the  Silverado  Savings  and 
Loan  As.sociation  of  Napa. 

Out  of  the  55  savings  and  loan  associations, 
eight  of  them  list  assets  of  more  than  $100 
million  —  four  in  San  Francisco,  two  in  San 
Jose  and  one  each  in  Oakland  and  Berkeley. 

Assets  of  the  16  associations  headquartered 
in  San  Francisco  rose  from  $724  million  at 
the  end  of  1960  to  $934  million  for  1961.  a 
jump  of  29  per  cent.

Francisco  Ballot.  It  has  won  the  admiration  and  stirred  the  imagination  of 
ballotomanps  the  world  over.  In  many  national  tours,  and  in  three  interna- 
tional treks  in  the  role  of  goodwill  ambassadors,  the  San  Francisco  Ballet  has 
gained  renown  as  one  of  the  word's  foremost  troupes. 

Strangely,  although  it  has  won  international  acclaim,  the  ballet  remained 
almost  an  unknown  quantity  at  home  until  1960.    That,  as  it's  said,  may  be 
"show  business,"  but  San  Francisco  has  at 
last  awakened  to  the   fact   that   it  owns  a 
cultural  gem  beyond  price. 

In  its  1962  tour,  the  ballet  overwhelmed 
critics  and  audiences  in  cities  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  land.

The  first  recorded  interest  in  forming  a 
Chamber  came  in  a  notice  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Aha  California,  August.  1849.  announc- 
ing a  meeting  at  the  old  scho<»liiousc  on  what 
is  now  Portsmouth  Plaza.  One  of  the  first 
men  who  formed  the  Chamber  was  .Samuel 
Brannan.  leader  of  the  1846  Mormon  immigra- 
tion to  San  Francisco  who  started  the  city's 
first  newspaper,  the  California  Star. 

At  that  time  San  Francisco  was  "a 
town  of  social  turmoil,  where  thousands 
of  dollars  nightly  changed  hands  on 
the  turn  of  a  dice,  where  riot  stalked 
broadcast  through  the  streets  and  each 
member  of  the  community  was  a  law 
into  himself  and  the  gun  his  final 
argument  and  verdict. '^ 

At  a  meeting  in  the  Merchant's  Exchange 
Building.  May  9.  18.50  —  following  the  earlier 
organizational  meeting  in  the  city's  first 
schoolhouse  on  the  Plaza  —  William  Hooper, 
who  became  city  treasurer  and  collector  in 
1846  and  led  a  sweeping  reform  to  "purify 
City  Hall  from  partisan  trickery"  (according 
lo  the  historian  Uancmfl  I.  was  named  the  first 
Chamber  presidint. 


One   of   the   greatest   of  a   great    line 
of  Chamber  presidents  was  William  Tell 
Coleman,  the  "Lion  of  the  Vigilantes" 
who    headed    the    Vigilance    (Committees 
of   1851,    1856  and    1877 — pronounced

history"    by    Rockwell    D.    Hunt    in    his 
California's  Stalely  Hall  of  Fame. 
Josiah  Royce.  who  came  out  of  Grass  Val- 
ley   to    become    one    of    America's    greatest 
philo.sophers,    noted    the    role    played    by    the 
Chamber  in  stabilizing  law  and  i>rder  in  San 
Francisco  in  his  book,  California. 

"Business  men  chose  to  enlist  their  services 
in  the  cause  of  good  order  by  choosing  the 
only  alternative.  They  avoided  mob  law.  pure 
and  simple,  only  by  organizing  tlie  most  re- 
markable of  all  popular  tribunals,  the  vigi- 
lance committee,  whereby  was  effected  that 
unique  historical  occurence  —  a  Business 
Man's  Revolution."

S.  F.  Business  Activity  in  March  Upswing 


Business  activity  in  March  was  up  4.1  per 
cent  over  March  of  last  year  and  3.8  per  cent 
above  February  of  this  year,  according  to  the 
Chamber  research  department. 

The  Chamber  index  —  based  on  1947-49 
average  e(iual  to  100 — showed  y:ains  in  March 
over  a  year  ago  in  each  of  its  four  indices: 
electricity  sales  8.6  per  cent;  bank  debits  .H.7 
per  cent;  freight  carloadings  2.4  per  cent: 
and  department  store  sales  0.2  per  cent.  ( Elec- 
tricity sales  was  the  only  component  which 
failed  to  show  a  gain  over  February.) 

Employment  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Metropolitan  Area,  numbering  1.1.58.700  per- 
sons empliiyed  in  March,  was  2.9  per  cent 
above  the  same  month  of  last  year:  unemploy- 
ment, totaling  71.300  persons,  or  5.8  per  cent 
of  the  labor  force,  was  15.8  per  cent  less  than 
a  year  ago.  Biggest  year-to-year  employment 
gains  were  in  government,  .services  and  the 
finance-insurance-real  estate  classifications, 
each  with  3.9  per  cent  gains.    Manufacturing 

Foldor  on  Factory 
Location  is  Issued 

What  .San  Francisco  aiul  the  Bay  Region 
offer  llie  manufacturer  and  the  business  execu- 
tive in  the  way  of  factory  sites  and  executive 
headquarters  is  detailed  in  a  new  folder  pub- 
lished by  the  Chamber — "The  San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  as  a  Factory  Location." 

All  aspects  of  the  region's  attractiveness  to 
prospective  locators  are  detailed  in  the  publi- 
cation, including  environment,  geography, 
transportatitm.  materials,  markets,  labor,  sites 
and  buildings,  power  and  fuel,  water,  capital 
and  credit,  taxes  and  waste  disposal. 

Chamber  president  Philip  Di  Giorgio  point- 
ed out  that  "San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Re- 
gion are  experiencing  diversified  growth — 
industrially  and  otherwise  —  at  an  unprece- 
dented rate.  Such  expansion  contributes  im- 
portantly to  the  present  and  future  welfare  of 
the  area  and  the  state  and  nation." 

The  brochure  points  out  that  "San  Franciscf) 
is  now  the  scene  of  some  of  the  nation's  major 
redevelopment  projects  for  residential,  garage. 
executive  headquarters  and  shopping  center 
purposes."

A  new  total 
employment  record  of  255.300  was  set  in  the 
San  Jose  area,  a  gain  of  7.6  per  cent  over  a 
year  ago  and  1.5  pi'r  cent  above  February  id 
this  year.

California  business  and  industry  find  the 
extension  of  time  a  vital  necessity.  Competi- 
tion with  eastern  and  midwestern  interests, 
the  Hoard  said,  requires  that  California  time 
be  kept  on  tlie  same  schedules  as  those  in  ef- 
fect elsewhere. 

"Fringe  benefits"  accruing  from  the  exten- 
sion may  be  a  decline  in  the  rate  of  juvenile 
delin(piency.  a  reduction  in  early  evening  acci- 
dents, and  an  additional  hour  for  enjoyment  of 
California's  entertainment  resources,  the 
board  said  in  urging  support  for  the  measure 
which  will  appear  on  the  state  ballot.

"Japan,  the  fastest  growing  country  in  the 
world  today,  has  become  the  first  consumer- 
oriented  society  in  Asia,"  J.  D.  Zellerbach 
said  in  opening  World  Trade  Week  Monday  at 
the  Fairmont  Hotel.

Mi  orld  trade  throujih  the  Golden  Gate  —  an  annual  l'/2  Million  dollar 
industry — owes  niu<'h  of  its  success  to  the  San  Francisco  Area  World  Trade 
Association. 

Parent  body  of  the  World  Trade  Association  is  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Conunerce.  which  has  been  keenly  interested  in  international  trade  and 
commerce  since  its  birth  in  1850. 

Typifyin<;  the  Chamber's  great  interest  in  world  trade  was  the  late  and 
great  Henry  F.  Grady,  president  of  the  American  President  Lines  in  1941 
and  president  of  the  Chamber  in  1945.  Largely  because  of  him  the  Chamber 
world  trade  department  has  gained  worldwide  recognition  in  the  field  of 
foreign  trade. 

Many  of  the  earlier  Chainl)er  presidents  were  seafarers.  Frederick  W. 
Macondray,  (president  1856-57).  who  studied  navigation  by  the  binnacle  light, 
spent  25  years  on  the  China  coast  and  collecteil  hides  with  Richard  H.  Dana. 
An  old  Whig  and  a  L^nitarian,  he  also  sped  to  the  aid  of  the  Irish  during  their 
1847  famine.    He  fostered  the  tea  import  jjusiness  here  in  1847. 

Daniel  Gibb,  president  through  1859,  led  the  famous  Bulkhead  Bill  fight 
against  greedy  private  interests  to  insure  the  waterfront  for  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  for  all  time.  He  also  built  the  India  Dock  at  the  foot  of  Harrison 
Street,  cut  out  of  solid  stone. 

George  C.  Perkins,  president  from  1879  through  1891,  began  as  a  cabin 
boy  at  the  age  of  12,  was  a  California  state  senator  at  the  age  of  30,  governor 
of  the  state  at  the  age  of  40,  and  later 
a  United  States  Senator.  He  was  the 
founder  of  the  Goudal-Perkins  Steam- 
ship Company  which  later  merged  in- 
to the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Com- 
pany. He  built  the  first  six  steam 
whaling  vessels  on  the  coast  and  was 
a  pioneer  in  the  Alaska  canning  in- 
dustry. 

Horace  Davis  ( 1883  through  1885 1 , 
a  descendant  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers, 
was  a  seafarer  before  starting  a  flour 

company  which  later  became  the  _ 

Sperry  Flour  Company  of  which  he  was  president  for  18  years.  | 

There  were  many  other  "seadogs"  among  the  Chamber  presidents — some    | 
founders  of  great  shipping  concerns.  Among  them  were  Captain  William  L.    l; 
Merry   (1887-89),  Captain  Wilham   H.  Marston    (1906-07),  Captain  William    - 
Matson   (1911)    and  Wallace  McKinney  Alexander,  the  "'Sugar  King"   (1921- 
23). 

Captain   Robert  Dollar,  who  founded   the  Dollar  Steamship   Lines,   fore-    jj 
runner  of  the  .American  President  Lines,  was  a  Chamber  director.  |

Bay  Area  Businesis 
Shows  Record  Gain 
In  April  Figures 

Business  activity  for  April  showed  a  whop- 
ping 12.2  per  cent  gain  over  April.  1961. 
according  to  the  business  activity  index  of  the 
Chamber's  Research  Department. 

The  index  stood  at  200  for  the  year  to  date 
—just  double  that  of  1947-49.  used  by  Cham- 
ber researchers  as  the  base  year  for  statistical 
computations. 

While  showing  the  substantial  improvement. 
the  index  dipped  1.2  per  cent  from  March. 

Bank  debits  for  April  were  up  16.9  per  cent 
over  last  year;  electricity  sales  were  up  8.4 
per  cent,  and  department  store  sales  were  up 
7.4  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  freight  car- 
loadings  declined  4.2  per  cent. 

Construction  activity  (based  on  construc- 
tion permits  issued )  was  double  that  of  any 
of  the  first  three  months  of  1962.  Authorized 
dwelling  units  (453)  were  up  92  per  cent 
from  April,  1961. 

Total  construction  valuations  were  18.1  per 
:ent  off  the  1961  figure,  just  $6  million  short 
■A  it. 

(In  the  entire  Bay  Area,  construction  to- 
talled S103  million,  short  of  the  record  March 
total,  but  19.5  per  cent  above  the  mark  of 
April.  1961.) 

Mortgage  loans  against  San  Francisco  real 
;state  were  20  per  cent  higher  this  April  than 
the  1961  figure.  They  totalled  more  than  140 
million  —  a  55.3  per  cent  increase  over  last 
^ear. 

Employment  was  up.  unemployment  down. 
in  the  entire  Bay  Area,  the  research  depart- 
ment said.  Employment  in  the  seven-county 
irea  stood  at  1,425.800,  a  gain  of  almost 
54,000  in  one  year.  The  San  Francisco-Oak- 
land area  reported  an  employment  gain  of 
hree  per  cent.  The  .San  Jose  area  totalled  a 
»ain  of  8.3  per  cent. 

Total  unemployed  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Dakland  area  dropped  18.7  per  cent — a  de- 
cline from  six  per  cent  to  4.8  per  cent  of  the 

urk  force.  Santa  Clara  County  recorded  a 
Irop  from  7.6  per  cent  to  5.6  per  cent  of  the 
otal  work  force  unemployed. 

Declines  in  activity  were  reported  by  the 
■"acific  Coast  Stock  Exchange  and  the  San 
"rancisco  Mining  Exchange.  Volume  of  shares 
raded  on  the  stock  exchange  was  one-third 
hat  of  April.  1961.  Values  fell  28.5  per  cent 
rom  a  year  ago.

Support  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Dis- 
trict's proposed  three-county  system  has  been 
unanimously  voted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Board  of  Directors, 
according  to  Harry  A.  Lee,  Chamber  Presi- 
dent. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  board  followed  rec- 
ommendations of  its  Mass  Transit  Section,  of 
which  V.  S.  Herrington  is  Chairman;  the  Re- 
gional Problems  Section,  Roy  N.  Buell,  Chair- 
man ;  Civic  Development  Committee,  Edward 
C.  Secpielra.  Chairman;  and  the  Street,  High- 
way and  Bridge  Section,  Leonard  S.  Mosias, 
Chairman. 

"Rapid  Transit  is  an  absolute  necessity  if 
San  Francisco  is  to  retain  its  historic  role  as 
the  business,  administrative,  cultural,  enter- 
tainment, world  trade  and  retail  center  of  the 
West,"  Lee  commented.  "It  will  focus  future 
regional  development  on  San  Francisco  as  a 
core  community.  It  will  not  only  protect  the 
downtown  area's  present  role  as  the  seat  of  75 
per  cent  of  the  city's  tax  base  but  also  will 
stimulate  further  development  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  a  headquarters  city." 

The  system,  Lee  explained,  would  encom- 
pass the  counties  of  Alameda,  Contra  Costa 
and  San  Francisco  and  would  consist  of  75 
miles  of  double-track  routes,  20  miles  of  un- 
derground, 31  miles  of  aerial  structure  and 
24  miles  of  surface  line.  Its  hub  would  be  a 
four-mile  underwater  tube,  exclusively  for 
trains,  from  the  Ferry  Building  to  the  South- 
ern Pacific  Mole  in  Oakland. 

In  San  Francisco  the  system  would  be  in  a 
subway  beneath  Market  Street  with  a  subway 
on  either  side  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  to 
make  possible  express  operation  of  existing 
Municipal  Railway  streetcars. 

From  Oakland  the  routings  would  fan  out 
from  subways  beneath  Broadway  and  Eighth 
Street  North  to  Richmond,  East  to  Concord 
and  South  to  Fremont. 

Trains  would  operate  about  every  90  sec- 
onds during  peak  hours  and  at  15-minute  in- 
tervals during  normal  daytime  and  evening 
hours.

$46  Million  Freeiv^a^s  Program  Approved  hj  Directors 


The  Chamber  board  of  directors  has  rec- 
ommended expenditure  of  more  than  $46  mil- 
lion for  construction  and  improvement  of  San 
Francisco  freeways,  according  to  G.  L.  Fox, 
Chamber  executive   vice   president. 

Action  of  the  board  followed  studies  and 
recommendations  of  the  Chamber  civic  de- 
velopment committee,  of  which  Edward  C. 
Sequeira,  general  manager  of  the  Hotel  Sir 
Francis  Drake,  is  chairman,  and  the  Chamber 
street,  highway  and  bridge  section,  of  which 
Leonard  S.  Mosias,  architect,  is  chairman. 

"The    Chamber,    taking    the    position    that 


these  routes  are  necessary  for  a  well-inte- 
grated freeway  system  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  strongly  urges  that  the  state 
proceed  with  studies  as  soon  as  practical  on 
routes  connecting  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 
to  the  Central  Freeway  and  Golden  Gate 
Bridge,"   Fox   said. 

Major  recommendation  made  by  the  board 
to  the  State  Highway  Commission  was  $45 
million  for  continuation  of  freeway  construc- 
tion from  the  end  of  the  presently  budgeted 
project  Southern  Freeway  at  Army  Street  to 
Howard  Street. 


Other  recommendations  included  expendi- 
ture of  $1.2  million  for  continuation  of  free- 
way construction  from  the  end  of  the  cur- 
rently budgeted  project  at  Orizaba  Avenue  to 
the  San  Francisco  County  line,  $110,000  for 
landscaping  of  the  Southern  Freeway  from  a 
point  one-tenth  of  a  mile  east  of  Milton 
Street  to  Route  68,  and  $250,000  for  a  revi- 
sion of  signs  on  the  James  Lick  Memorial 
Freeway  from  the  county  line  to  the  Bay 
Bridge. 

The  Chamber  also  recommended  improve- 
ment of  the  Ferry  Building  freeway  area.

Business  activity  in  San  Francisco  for  May 
rose  5.5  per  cent  over  the  same  month  last 
year,  according  to  the  research  department. 

Registering  198.4  in  the  Chamber  index  — 
based  on  the  1947-49  average  eipial  to  100  — 
San     Francisco    business    activity,     however, 
slipped  2.7  per  cent  from  the  April  figure. 
Three  of  the  four  items  romprisin^ 

■  he    index    showed    gains.    Bank    debits 

were  up  8.2  per  rem   in  May   over  the 

same  month  last  year;  deparlmenl  store 

sales    up    1.7    per    rent,    and    eleelrical 

energy  sales  up  1.2  per  cent.  The  fourth 

romponenl,  fr4*ight  carloadings,  showed 

the  usual  downward  trend,  off  12.6  per 

rent  from  May,  1961. 

In  .San  Francisco  the  number  of  construc- 
tion permits  issued  in  May  was  up  22.2  per 
cent  over  the  same  month  last  year  and  total 
valuations  on  permits  issued  lopped  $21  mil- 
lion, triple  the  amount  of  a  year  ago.  About  $8 
million  of  this  was  consigned  for  two  Western 
Addition  redevelopment  area  projects — a  150- 
unit  apartment  building  ( Eichler  Homes. 
Inc.  I  and  the  multi-building  cooperative  gar- 
den apartments  under  construction  by  the 
International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehouse- 
men's Union  -  Pacific  Maritime  Association 
citmbine. 

Other  major  projects  included  a  $1.5  mil- 
lion reservoir  for  the  city,  and  $1.1  million 
ice  plant  for  the  new  produce  market  area 
(National  Ice  and  Cold  Storage  Co. ) . 

For  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  nearly 
$51  million  worth  of  building  projects  have 
been  given  the  go-ahead  signal  —  a  gain  of 
18.7  per  cent  in  dollar  volume  over  the 
similar  period  last  year. 

Real  estate  transfers  are  up  also  —  with 
more  than  8.3  per  cent  more  deeds  recorded 
thus  far  this  year  than  in  1961  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Real  estate  loans,  numbering  15.6  per 
cent  higher  this  May  than  last  May,  totaled 
50.1  per  cent  more  in  value  than  the  same 
month  last  year. 

Passengers  on  incoming  and  outgoing  planes 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  set  a 
new  high  for  .April  (latest  month  available) 
at  4.'J1,826.  a  rise  of  18.6  per  cent  over  April 
of  last  year  and  an  average  of  14,.394  a  day. 
The  12.790  flights  by  scheduled  airlines  ar- 
riving and  departing  also  set  a  record  —  the 
.second  highest  monthly  total  ever. 

May  port  traffic  was  at  its  highest  in  four 
months  and  11.8  per  cent  above  that  of  a 
year  ago  for  the  period  with  nearly  a  half- 
million  tons  moving  across  .Sun  Francisco 
wharves.

In 
the  two  labor  market  areas  covering  seven 
counties,  a  total  of  1.429.900  persons  were  at 
work,  representing  gains  of  2.0  per  cent  in 
the  S.  F.-Oakland  ana  and  7.3  per  cent  in 
Santa  Clara  County. 

Average  weekly  earnings  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland area  showed  varying  rates  of 
gains,  according  to  the  State  Department  of 
Industrial  Relations. 

In  manufacturing  the  average  wage  was 
$116.01  in  April,  a  4.0  per  cent  gain:  in 
retail  trade.  $87..58.  or  a  5.3  per  cent  gain, 
and  in  construction.  $152.51,  a  7.1  per  cent 
gain. 

In  San  Jose,  by  comparison,  the  average 
manufacturing  wage  was  $118.49,  up  7.1  per 
cent  in  a  year's  time.

Plans  to  finance  air  line  and  other  aviatior 
facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  .\ir 
port  through  a  newly-formed  non-profit 
porulion    have    bien    approved    by    Chamhei 

directors. 

The  proposal  was  to  be  heard  Wednesday 
by  the  finance  committee  of  the  Board  ol 
.Supervisors. 

Action  of  the  Chamher  hoard  followed  a 
recommendation  of  its  aviation  secticm  oi 
which  George  Rhodes,  aviation  writer,  it 
chairman. 

The  non-profit  corporation  (San  Francisco 
.Airport  Development  Corporation)  might  ar- 
range for  financing,  among  other  types  ol 
projects,  of  Pan  American  World  Airways' 
proposed  general  maintenance  and  office  facil. 
ity  at  the  airport  involving  more  than  .S'/i 
million  dollars,  according  to  Rhodes. 

If  the  plan  develops,  the  corporation  would 
issue  100  shares  of  common  stock  which  would 
be  given  to  the  City  and  County  of  .San  Fran- 
cisco and  would  take  an  assignment  of  the 
Pan  American  lease  which  the  company  has 
already  signed  with  the  City  and  County.  It 
would  then  sub-lease  the  entire  facility  back 
to  Pan  American. 

Pan  American  Airways  would  continue  to 
pay  all  rentals  to  the  City  and  County  and, 
in  addition,  would  pay  to  the  n(m-profil  corpo- 
ration amounts  to  service  the  required  dclx'n- 
lures  or  bonds,  including  interest  and  carr 
ing  charges. 

"The  city's  'bundle  of  rights'  spelled  out 
in  its  lease  with  Pan  American,  would  hi'  at 
all  times  protected  and  the  interests  of  the

Chamber  Board 
Opposes  Subsequent 
I  Injury  Proposal 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber,  in 
a  unanimous  action,  urged  opposition  to  Prop- 
osition 5  on  the  November  ballot,  according 
to  chamber  president  Harry  A.  Lee. 

The  measure,  authored  by  Los  Angeles 
Assemblyman  Jesse  LInruh.  would  give  the 
Legislature  power  to  pay  special  awards  into 
the  state's  subsequent  injuries  fund  upon  the 
death  of  an  employe  with  no  dependents. 

The  board  took  its  action  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Chamber's  Legislative  and  Na- 
tional Affairs  Section. 

.Section  chairman  S.  G.  Worthington,  Pa- 
cific Telephone  &  Telegraph  Co..  explained 
that  the  subsequent  injuries  fund  is  used  to 
pay  for  non-industrial  injuries  suffered  prior 
to   industrial   injuries. 

Worthington  said  that  employers  have  op- 
posed the  Unruh  Amendment  "because  it 
makes  them  liable  for  something  other  than 
the  industrial  injury  to  their  own  employees." 

In  the  past,  he  pointed  out.  such  measures 
have  been  ruled  unconstitutional.  Unruh's 
proposition  would  attempt  to  avoid  such  rul- 
ings by  amending  the  Constitution,  Worthing- 
ton said. 

The  board  also  recommended  support  for 
Proposition  6  which  provides  that  bond  issues 
be  submitted  as  bond  acts  or  statutes  rather 
than  as  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

Propositions  7.  8.  14  and  16  also  won  board 
support.  All  these  measures  would  stream- 
line unwieldy  legislative  activity  and  eliminate 
bulky  and  ob.solete  constitutional  provisions 
and  activities.

U.  S.  Travel  Chief 
Says  San  Francisco 
Most  Enjoyed  City 

San  Francisco  is  the  American  city  "most 
enjoyed"  by  a  large  majority  of  foreign  travel- 
ers, according  to  testimony  given  an  Assembly 
Ways  and  Means  Interim  Subcommittee  by 
Voit  Gilmore,  director  of  the  U.  S.  Travel 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

USTS  surveys  established  that  both  Los  An- 
geles and  San  Francisco  ranked  high  among 
cities  most  visited  by  the  foreign  traveler,  indi- 
cating, Gilmore  said,  "that  California  does 
enjoy  a  high  foreign  tourist  potential. 

"Whether  that  potential  is  being  realized  is 
a  question  which  must  be  answered  in  the 
negative,"  he  said. 

"In  most  foreign  countries,"  he  continued, 
"there  is  still  a  dearth  of  promotional  and  in- 
formational literature  on  the  various  states 
and  major  tourist  areas — very  little  in  English, 
next  to  none  in  the  language  of  the  country." 

As  a  first  step  in  exploiting  California's  for- 
eign tourist  potential,  he  advised  the  publica- 
tion of  "one  or  two  thousand  copies  each  of 
two  or  three  basic  information  folders  printed 
in  the  appropriate  foreign  language"  for  dis- 
tribution by  each  of  USTS'  nine  overseas  offi- 
ces. 

He  told  the  committee  that,  "as  one  of  the 
three  or  four  principal  tourist  states,  the  activ- 
ity of  California  or  Californians  in  this  area 
will  be  of  immense  help  to  the  success  of  our 
own  national  efforts."

San  Francisco  is  Hellenic  in  its  azure  skies,  brisk  air  and  inlellcclual  and 
cultural  climate.  The  most  cosmopolitan  city  in  the  United  States,  it  is  in 
love  with  both  Western  and  Eastern  cultures. 

With  a  population  of  740,000  representing  a  great  diversification  in  its 
racial  and  national  origins  and  influence,  a  walk  around  San  Francisco's 
neighborhoods  is  like  a  trip  around  the  world. 

Ethnically  there  are  604,403  Caucasians,  74,403  Negroes  and  61,530 
Orientals  in  San  Francisco. 

Leading  national  groups — including  native  and  foreign-bom — are  the 
Italians,  41.089;  Chinese,  36,445;  Germans,  29,073;  Irish  (Eire),  22,94«; 
English,  Scotch  and  Welsh,  22,108;  Russians,  16,223;  Mexicans,  16,451; 
Swedish,  7,921,  and  French,  7,542. 

In  the  heart  of  downtown  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  world's  most 
amazing  communities — Chinatown.  A  city-within-a-city,  Chinatown  is  the 
largest  Oriental  settlement  outside  of  Asia,  containing  about  30,000  Amei-icans 
either  Chinese-bom  or  of  Chinese  descent. 

Chinatown — a  transplanted  segment  of  Old  Canton — gmdgingly  yields  to 
the  ways  of  the  West  while  continuing  to  venerate  a  native  civilization  as 
ancient  as  the  pyramids. 

Next  to  Chinatown — where  Columixis  Avenue  slants  into  Grant  Avenue — 
is  the  Italian  section,  "Little  Italy,"  the  world  of  Neapolitans  and  Tuscans, 
Romans,  Sicilians  and  Venetians  and  assorted  paisani  "from  the  toe  to  the 
knee  of  the  Italian  boot. " 

With  the  discovery  of  gold  in  a  millrace  on  the  American  River  near  the 
foothills  of  the  mighty  Sierra  Nevada  mountains,  a  variety  of  other  races  and 
nationalities  poured  into  San  Francisco  in  1849.  Out  of  the  many  peoples 
lured  by  the  Gold  Rush — most  of  them  swashbuckling  and  individuahstic — 
the  character  of  the  city  was  formed.  San  Francisco,  always  a  cily  of  adven- 
ture, hungered  for  knowledge  and  explored  art,  music  and  letters. 

The  rough-hewn  stone  that  was  once  a  bawdy  and  riotous  town  added  the 
finish  polish  of  tolerance — a  gloss  which  will  never  wear  off. 

Its  citizens  had  become  world-citizens.  — By  Joe  Haughey

San  Francisco  business  activily  rose  3.9  per 
cent  in  June  over  the  same  month  last  year 
and  2.7  per  cent  over  May  of  this  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  Chamber  Research  Department. 

The   Chamber   index   for  June   was    121.7, 
based  on  a  new  1957-59  average  equal  to  100. 
ItiggrsI  jump  forward  wa.s  in  flrpiirl- 
nient  store  sales,  up  9.3  per  cent  over 
June  of  1961  although  only  1.4  per  rent 
over    ihr     1957-59    base    period.    Kunk 
debits  gained  an  even  five  per  cent  and 
eU'clrir  energy  sales  rose  an  even  four 
per  cent.    Freight    ear   loadings   in   San 
Francisco  wer*'  off  15.7  per  cent. 
Construction  em|iloyment  fell  25.6  per  cent 
in  June  from  June  of  last  year.  However,  the 
total  employed  in  the  six-county  metropolitan 
area  (the  counties  of  Alameda,  Contra  Costa. 
Marin.  San  Mateo.  Solano  and  San  Franci.sco) 
was  up  1.1   per  cent,  caused  by  gains  in  all 
other  categories  except  agriculture. 

BUILDING   PERMITS  SLIP 

Construction  employment  in  Santa  Clara 
County  slipped  14.1  per  cent  and  total  employ- 
ment was  up  3.5  per  cent. 

The  strike  and  lockout  also  affected  the 
issuance  of  June  building  permits.  In  San 
Francisco  the  value  of  permits  authorized  was 
25.3  per  cent  less  than  in  June.  1961.  How- 
ever, the  total  value  was  nearly  $9  million. 
Total  construction  authorized  for  the  nine- 
county  Bay  Area  (the  metropolitan  area  plus 
the  counties  of  Napa,  Santa  Clara  and  So- 
n(una)  fell  18.4  per  cent  from  June  1961  to 
June  1962.  Total  construction  authorized  in 
both  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area  in  the 
first  half  of  1962  was  exactly  10  per  cent 
above  the  same  period  last  year.  If  this  rate 
h(dds  for  the  last  half  of  this  year,  the  Bay 
Area  will  achieve  its  first  billion-dollar  year 
in  construction  in  1962.

Slock  Exchange  from  January  to  June.  1962.

Bay  Bridge  traffic,  which  normally  gains 
from  four  to  five  per  cent  a  year,  showed 
only  a  1.2  per  cent  gain  over  the  first  half 
of  1961.  Reconstruction  work  on  the  Bay 
Bridge,  including  the  "hump."  has  caused  the 
total  traffic  to  remain  at  about  the  same  level 
it  was  last  year  although  the  June  figure  was 
just  shy  of  a  new  monthly  high.  The  "hump" 
also  is  pri>bably  partially  responsible  for  the 
10.2  per  cent  gain  on  the  San  Mateo-Hayward 
Bridge,  soon  also  to  be  reconstructed.  A  whop- 
ping 21.2  per  cent  increa.se  in  traffic  was  re- 
corded over  tlie  Dumbarton  Bridge  for  the 
first  half  of  the  year  compared  to  the  similar 
period  last  year. 

AIR  TRAFFIC  UP 

Out-of-state  vehicular  traffic  entering  the 
northern  California  gateway  showed  gains 
larger  than  normal  with  an  additional  67.000 
cars,  a  rise  of  16.2  per  cent  more  than  last 
year  at  this  time.  More  families,  evidently, 
are  taking  western  trips  to  see  the  Seattle 
World's  Fair  and  California  en  route. 

The  Fair  also  may  be  responsible  for 
a  13.9  per  cent  .lump  in  air  passenger 
Irailie  arriving  and  fleparting  from  San 
Francisco  Internalii>nal  Airport.  There 
were  18.4  per  cent  more  flights  by 
scheduled  airlines  during  the  first  five 
months  of  this  year  and  29.9  per  cent 
more  air  freight  than  the  same  period 
last  year. 

San  Francisco's  cost-of-living  index  zoomed 
to  an  all-time  high  in  June,  as  did  prices 
all  over  the  United  States.  The  Bureau  of 
Labor  Stati.stics  reported  that  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing jumped  fully  two  per  cent  in  June  over 
tlie  same  month  last  year — caused  mainly  by 
higher  prices  for  meat,  rents,  used  cars,  medi- 
cal care  and  transportation. 

IMPORTS,   EXPORTS  GAIN 

Business  failures  in  San  Francisco  totaled 
48  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  fewer 
than  for  any  of  the  first  six  months  periods  in 
.San  Francisco  in  recent  years. 

Walerborne  traffic  through  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  showed  a  gain  of  1.5  per  cent  over 
Ihe  first  half  of  1961.  Tonnage  handled  at  all 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  ports  rose  4.1  per 
cent  for  the  same  period. 

In  reports  for  the  first  4  months  of  1962. 
imports  and  exports  through  the  ,San  Fran- 
cisco Customs  District  showed  1.3.7  per  cent 
and  7.0  per  cent  gains,  respectively,  over  the 
first  fourth  months  of  1961.  a  reci>rd  year.

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THIS  OLD  SCHOOLHOUSE— u>/iere  the  idea 
of  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  first  proposed 
in  1849  by  Sam  Brannan  and  others — stood  on 
the  site  of  what  is  now  the  Portsmouth  Square 
Underground  Garage,  whi<:h  is  being  officially 
dedicated  today,  11:30  a.m.,  by  the  Parking 
Authority,  Recreation  &  Park  Commission  and 
the  S.  F.  Portsmouth  Pla:a  Parking  Corporation.

Green,  a  candidate  for  mayor  in  1851 ;  and  J.  W. 
Osborne,  credited  with  being  the  first  major 
fruit  grower  in  the  Napa  J'alley.

The  Greenery  Look 
For  City  Streets 

More  than  1750  trees  have  been  planted  on  San  Fran- 
cisco streets  since  January  1  under  the  program  of  the  San 
Francisco  Beautiful  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chani- 
her  of  Commerce,  committee  chairman  Mrs.  Hans  Kluss- 
niann  said  today. 

Mrs.  Khissmann  —  noting  that  many  more  trees  were 
planted  hy  neighborhood  groups  NOT  alliliateil  with  the 
Chamber  committee — estimated  that  the  number  of  plants 
put  down  throughout  the  city  in  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year  total  at  least  2,500. 

Spearheading  the  drive  to  "Make  San  Francisco  Green, 
Keep  San  Francisco  Beautiful"  were  merchant  groups  in 
areas  which,  until  now,  have  been  virtually  treeless. 

The  (Greater  Geary  Boulevard  Merchants  and  Property 
Owners  Association  planted  500  trees — principally  along 
the  divider  strip  of  the  new  Gearv  Freeway. 

The  Marina  Merchants  Association  accounted  for  the 
planting  of  210  trees,  according  to  Mrs.  Klussmann.  The 
Mission  Street  Merchants  Association  planted  160. 

The  most  spectacular  and  successful  tree  planting  cam- 
paign hy  an  organization  not  affiliated  with  the  Chamber, 
Mrs.  Klussmann  said,  was  that  on  the  "Union  Street  art 
circuit."  where  planting  has  been  included  in  the  general 
refurbishing  program  of  shops  and  homes  in  the  Cow  Hol- 
low area  which  yearly  hosts  the  San  Francisco  International 
Film  Festival.

Proposition  19 
Gains  Chamber 
Vote  of  Assent 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  has 
voted  approval  of  Proposition  19  on  the  ballot 
in  the  November  general  election,  according 
to  Chamber  president  Harry  A.  Lee. 

Proposition  19  would  allow  for  salary  raises 
for  officials  serving  staggered  terms.  Lee 
pointed  out.  as  an  example,  that  San  Fran- 
cisco supervisors  are  elected  at  different  times. 
Currently,  six  board  members  serve  terms 
scheduled  to  expire  in  January  1964.  The 
remaining  five  serve  terms  which  will  expire 
in  1965. 

Under  contemporary  law,  those  serving  the 
longer  terms  would  not  be  allowed  salary  in- 
creases, although  they  might  have  been  voted 
for  supervisors  taking  office  in  1964.  Lee  said 
the  Chamber  felt  this  was  an  inequity  unjustly 
imposed  on  some  supervisors,  and  that  all 
members  of  a  local  governmental  body  should 
be  paid  equally,  regardless  of  the  time  of  their 
election. 

Other  bond  measures  for  the  November 
election  are  still  under  consideration  by  Cham- 
ber Committees.  Among  these  are  two  of  the 
most  disputatious  on  the  baUot.  One  is  Propo- 
sition 4.  dealing  with  new  tax  standards  for 
agricultural  land;  the  other  is  Proposition  23, 
which  concerns  reapiiorlionment  of  the  State 
.Senate.

Direc*t€»rs  Cast 
Approving  Vote 
For  Propl  18 

Directors  of  the  Cliamber  have  voted  sup- 
port of  November  state  ballot  proposition  No. 
18  which  would  set  up  staggered  four-year 
terms  for  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Appeals 
Board  members  and  change  legal  terminol- 
ogy involving  review  by  tlie  Appeals  Board  of 
decisions  of  the  Department  of  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  board  of  directors 
resulted  after  a  recommendation  of  its  le 
lative  and  national  alTairs  .section  of  which 
S.  C.  Worthington  of  The  Pacific  Telephone 
&  Telegraph  Co.  is  chairman. 

Proposition  18  would  take  away  from  the 
governor  power  to  remove  members  of  the 
board  from  office  during  their  four-year  terms 
except  for  "dereliction  of  duty." 

"Under  the  present  law,  a  change  in  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Board  is  possible," 
Worthington  explained.  "Were  this  to  hap- 
pen, all  undecided  cases  heard  by  the  retiring 
board  would  have  to  be  re-argued  before  a 
newly  constituted  Board.  Proposition  No.  18 
removes  this  possibility,  and  provides  that 
Appeals  Board  members  will  not  be  subject 
to  summary  removal  upon  a  change  of  state 
administration  or  for  any  other  reason  except 
'dereliction  of  duty.' 

"The  new  provisions  would  assure  continu- 
ity in  the  work  of  the  Appeals  Board.  While 
Board  members  would  still  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  less  politics  would  be  involved,"

D.  Menist.  USAR.  chairman  of  the  Chamber  Armed  Forces  section, 
also  supported  steps  to  retain  Fort  Ma.son  "as  headquarters  for  three 
major  organizations  of  the  United  States  Army." 

The  board  agreed   that   "both  logic  and   need   point  not 

only  lo  the  fuel  that   Lcltcrinan  and   Fort   Mason  should  be 

retained,    but   that    permanent    new    facilities    for   Lette 

should  be  conslrucleH  at  the  Presidio." 


The  Chamber  directors  said  that  removal  of  Letterman  from  the 
Presidio  would  deprive  patients  there  ""of  some  of  the  nation's  most 
qualified  medical  specialists"  from  major  medical  schools  of  the  area, 
who  help  to  staff  the  hospital.

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Rapid  Transit  an  "Urgent  Necessity^ ^  Says  Chamber 


Chamber  president  Harry  A.  Lee  this  week 
urged  all-nut  support  and  work  for  passage 
of  Proposition  A — the  tri-county  rapid  transit 
proposal — on  the  November  ballot. 

Re-emphasizing  the  Chamber's  endorsement 
of  the  mammoth  project.  Lee  said.  "The  rapid 
transit  project  is  one  of  the  most  significant 
facing  the  voters  of  San  Francisco.  Alameda 
and  Contra  Costa  Counties  at  this  election. 

"Passage  of  Proposition  A  will  insure  re- 
tention by  the  bay  area  of  its  predominance 


in  the  social,  cultural  and  economic  life  of 
California.  Its  defeat  would  gravely  threaten 
that  position. 

"At  this  moment,  we  can  only  picture  the 
passage  of  Proposition  A  as  an  absolute  neces- 
sity." 

The  network  ef  routes  proposed  for  the 
three  counties  involved  in  the  measure.  Lee 
said,  would  be  financed  by  $790,493,000  in 
general  obligation  bonds,  $133  million  in  sur- 
plus Bay  Bridge  tolls  and  an  estimated  yearly 


net  of  $10  million  in  system  revenues. 

The  system  would  consist  of  75  miles  of 
double-track  routes,  20  miles  of  underground, 
31  miles  of  aerial  structure  and  24  miles  of 
surface  lines.  Central  to  the  physical  design  of 
the  system  would  be  a  four-mile  underwater 
tube,  exclusively  for  trains,  from  the  Ferry 
Building  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Mole  in 
Oakland.

It  appears  that 
the  purpose  of  both  plans  is  to  further  con- 
centrate political  power  in  Los  Angeles  Coun- 
i\  which  already  dominates  the  state  assem- 
l,ly. 

"There  is  no  evidence  that  the  pres- 
ent system  has  in  any  way  denied  equity 
and  justice  to  any  segment  of  the  state. 
If  the  senate  seats  are  to  he  based  large- 
ly on  population  factors — as  is  the  state 
assembly  —  the  purpose  of  the  two 
Houses  would  be  essentially  defeated 
and  the  state  might  just  as  well  turn  to 
a  unicameral  or  one-House  system  with 
all  the  disadvantages  that  go  with  it. 
"The  genius  of  the  founders  of  our  Federal 

Constitution  is  nowhere  more  evident  than  in 
the  provisions  guaranteeing  a  division  of  pow- 
ers as  a  system  of  checks  and  balances  pre- 
venting the  possible  rise  of  a  totalitarian  form 
of  government. 

"Pntposition  No.  23  seeks  to  destroy  these 
checks  and  balances.  Thus  the  Chamber  is 
adamantly  opposed  to  its  passage."

Don  Pedro  Dam 
Constrnction  Urged 
By  Chamber  Board 

With  the  ( ily's  fulure  water  needs  at  slake, 
the  Chamber  is  seeking  to  resolve  issues  delay- 
ing construction  of  a  new  $93  milli(m  Dim 
Pedro  Dam  on  the  Tu(dumne  River. 

Recognizing  that  the  dam  is  needed  to  store 
water  for  .San  Francisco  and  provide  water 
and  power  for  .San  Joaquin  Valley  irrigation 
districts,  the  Chamber  is  supporting  the  ap- 
plication for  license  to  construct  the  project, 
according  tci  C.  L.  Fox.  executive  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Chamber. 

*'The  issues  involve  the  state's  salmon 
resources,"  urcorcling  lo  Fox,  *^and  San 
Francisco    and    the    irrigation    districts 
have   offered    important   concessions    to 
provide  enough  water  spilhigp  over  the 
dam  to  accommodate  many  more  salm- 
on   than    the    river    can    now    support. 
However,  the  stale  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
mission, which   has  this  year  twice  de- 
nied the  water-users  application  for  the 
dam,  is  asking  still  greater  guarantees.'* 
With    the    disputants    at    loggerheads,    the 
Federal  Power  Commission  is  set  to  hear  the 
issue  October   16.  The  Chamber,  meanwhile, 
is    seeking   to    bring    both    sides    together    in 
support  of  the  project,  according  to  Fox. 

The  new  Don  Pedro  Dam  project  was 
approved  by  the  city  electorate  last  No- 
vember with  passage  of  Proposition  No. 
1,  the  $115  million  water  supply  im- 
provement bond  issue. 

The  project  would  be  constructed  j()intly 
under  the  city's  Hetch  Hetchy  program  and 
the  Modesto  and  Turlock  irrigation  districts 
whose  voters  have  approved  $.38  million  in 
bonds  for  the  new  Don  Pedro  Dam.  The  IJ.  S. 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  would  share  costs  of 
flood  control. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  directors  to  expedite 
the  project  resulted  from  studies  by  the  Cham- 
ber agricultural  committee,  headed  by  Carl  L. 
Garrison,  and  its  technical  projects  section,  of 
which   William   W.   Moore   is   chairman.  Joe 
Hart  of  Modesto,  chairman  of  a  Chamber  sub- 
committee on  the  subject,  initiated  the  action. 
"The    new    Don    Pedro    Dam,"    Hart 
said,  "not  only  will  enhance  Tuolumne 
for  salmon  fishing,  but  will  provide  an 
important   new   recreational   facility   for 
public  enjoyment."  Hart  also  noted  the 
dam    will    protect    properly    from    flood 
damage  and  provide  badly  needed  irri- 
gation  for  one  of  the  stale's  most   im- 
portant farm  regions. 

If  construction  of  the  dam  is  blocked,  the 
city  will  be  obliged  to  construct  much  more 
expensive  water  storage  facilities  in  the  upper 
watershed.  Chamber  officials  said.

$10,000  annually,  has  been  opposed  by  the 
Chamber. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  board  of  directors, 
announced  by  Harry  A.  Lee,  Chamber  presi- 
dent, followed  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chamber  legislative  and  national  affairs  sec- 
tion of  which  S.  G.  Worthington  is  chairman. 

"Proposition  No.  17  —  differing  from  Pro- 
position No.  1  which  has  been  voted  endorse- 
ment by  the  Chamber  —  would  reflect  the 
salary  change  of  the  legislators  in  retirement 
benefits."  Worthington  explained.  "And  al- 
though it  would  set  a  lower  salary  limitation 
($10,000  a  year  compared  to  $11,250  a  year) 
it  would  represent  a  greater  drain  on  the  state 
budget  than  would  Proposition  No.  1." 

(If  both  propositions  are  approved  by  the 
voters,  the  one  receiving  the  highest  majority

Salary  Is  Approved 

Proposition  No.  1  on  the  November  state 
ballot,  providing  that  legislators  may  set  their 
own  salary  by  statute  not  to  exceed  $11,250 
annually,  or  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  the 
uiMiual  salary  of  a  Congressional  member  as 
of  January  1.  1962.  has  been  voted  support  by 
the  Chamber. 

Action  of  the  Chamber  board,  announced  by 
Harry  A.  Lee,  Chamber  president,  followed  a 
recommendation  of  the  Chamber  legislative 
and  national  affairs  section,  of  which  S.  G. 
Worthington  is  chairman. 

"The  Chamber  has  previously  supported  in- 
creased compensation  to  Slate  legislators,  rec- 
ognizing the  desirability  of  attracting  candi- 
dates of  the  highest  possible  qualifications  to 
seek  and  retain  legislative  seats."  Worthing- 
ton said. 

"Legislators'  salaries  have  remained  at 
$.500  a  month  since  1954.  despite  the  tremend- 
ous growth  of  California  which  has  resulted 
in  a  workload  on  which  the  average  legislator 
spends  one-half  to  three-quarters  of  his  time. 

"Recognizing  the  increasingly  heary  work- 
load on  legislators  —  including  service  on 
regular  and  interim  committees  which  re- 
quires them  to  devote  more  time  to  their  duties 
than  formerly  —  the  Chamber  recommends 
approval  of  Proposition  No.  1."

Enoriiioiis  Ciiaiiis 
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August  eonslruelion  activity  gained 
enormously  over  August  of  last  year; 
more  than  $108  million  worth  of  con- 
striiclion  was  authorized  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area,  of  which  San  Fran- 
cisco accounted  for  $13.5  million. 

Residential  construction  alone  set  a  new 
monthly  record  this  August  with  $74  million 
for  the  Bay  Area.  From  January  thr<)ugh 
August  of  this  year  more  than  $470  million 
of  residential  construction  has  been  authorized 
in  the  Bay  Area.  Total  of  all  permits  thus 
far  this  year  amounted  to  $762  million. 

Two  major  apartment  houses,  the  $3,886,- 
000  condominium  at  Pine  and  Taylor  Streets 
and  the  $2,700,000  Laguna  Towers  at  Sacra- 
mento and  Laguna.  accounted  for  about  half 
of  the  San  Francisco  total. 

Mortgage  loans  reached  a  new  monthly 
high  in  San  Francisco  with  2.146  loans  total- 
ing $85.5  million  during  August — a  jump  of 
88.7  per  cent  over  the  same  month  a  year  ago. 

Employment  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
area  rose  above  the  1,200,000  mark  for  the 
first  time  with  a  3.1  per  cent  gain  from  August 
to  August.  Joblessness  dropped  to  a  low  4.7 
per  cent  of  the  labor  force  compared  to  5.4 
per  cent  August  of  last  year  and  4.8  per  cent 
for  the  same  month  two  years  ago.  Total  em- 
ployment in  the  San  Jose  labor  market  area 
jumped  4.6  per  cent,  breaking  the  previous 
high  for  the  second  time  in  two  months.  Un- 
employment fell  to  4.1  per  cent  of  the  work 
f4)rce  with  canneries  moving  into  full  pro- 
duction. 

Average  wages  in  both  areas  contin- 
ued to  rise  in  July  with  manufacturing 
employees  earning  $118.90  a  week  in 
the  six-county  Bay  Area  and  $113.68  in 
Santa  Clara  County  in  July  —  gains  of 
3.8  per  cent  and  4.1  per  cent  respec- 
tively over  July  of  1961.

"Treewayss  Among  the  Freeways" 

"What  a  difference  trees  make  on  the  streets  of  a  city  .  .  .  many  cities  are 
a  wasteland  of  wall-to-wall  concrete  and  asphalt.  Yet  off  main  thoroughfares, 
you  can  find  cozy  residential  streets  shaded  by  old  trees  whose  branches  meet 
overhead. 

"Trees  make  the  difference. 

"That  fact  is  getting  action  in  San  Francisco  which  The  Herald's  Helen 
Wells  described  the  other  day  as  'nearly  everybody's  favorite  city.'  The  San 
Francisco  Chamber  launched  a  tree-planting  campaign  back  in  1959.  Since  then, 
some  30,000  trees  have  been  set  out  voluntarily  along  the  city's  streets  .  .  .  the 
goal  is  a  total  of  300,000  trees  for  San  Francisco. 

"We  envision  the  effect  there  wistfully  as  Greater  Miami  proceeds  almost 
methodically  to  raze  greenery  from  the  local  scene.  Trees  and  shrubbery  should 
be  the  hallmark  of  our  community,  the  only  great  metropolis  in  America's  sub- 
tropics.  .  .  .

Chamber  Directors  Oppose  Proposition  No.  24 


Propositidti  No.  21  <m  llie  NovrnilK-r 
slate  ballot — which  would  imposf  puni- 
tive sanctions  against  individuals  and 
groups  in  California  identified  as  sub- 
versive— has  been  opposed  by  the  Cham- 
ber on  the  grounds  that  "the  wording  of 
the  measure  leaves  questions  as  to 
whether  persons  would  be  subject  to 
harm  under  its  provisions." 

Action  of  the  Chamber  board  resulted 
after  a  recommendation  of  its  legislative 
and  national  affairs  section,  of  which 
S.  G.  Worthington,  division  manager, 
San  Francisco.  The  Pacific  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  is  chairman. 

"There  is  no  question  of  the  Cham- 


ber's awareness  and  concern  over  the 
dangers  inherent  in  subversive  activities 
in  California  and  the  nation."  Worthing- 
ton commented,  "and  the  Chamber 
shared  with  proponents  of  this  measure 
the  conviction  that  persons  and  groups 
engaged  in  subversive  activities  should 
be  forestalled  in  every  legal  way. 

"The  Chamber  is  sympathetic  to  the 
broad  aims  of  Proposition  24  but  finds 
that,  in  very  sensitive  areas  involving 
the  rights  of  individuals,  the  wording  of 
the  bill  is  unclear  and  imprecise.  For 
example,  an  individual  belonging  to  a 
communist-front  organization,  whether 
or  not  he  was  aware  of  its  subversive 
nature,  could  be  branded  in  such  a  way 


as  to  .seriously  and  permanently  damage 
his  status.  Such  a  person,  under  tliis 
jiroposition,  would,  in  effect  be  consid- 
ered guilty  until  proven  innocent  —  a 
reversal  of  our  system  of  justice. 

"So  long  as  this  measure,  if  enacted, 
could  conceivably  result  in  the  persecu- 
tion of  any  innocent  individual,  it  should 
not  be  supported. 

"Symptoms  of  hysteria  might  result  if 
it  were  passed  because  the  measure,  as 
it  is  now  written,  would  give  many  pub- 
lic agencies  the  power  to  point  fingers 
and  make  accusatory  judgments  plus 
the  powers  ordinarily  reserved  for  our 
courts."

September  S.  F,  Business  Activity  Ahead  of  Last  Year

from  llial  of  August  of  this  year,  according  to 
the  Chamber  research  department. 

Largest  year-to-year  gain  of  the  four  com- 
ponents which  comprise  the  Chamber  business 
index  was  recorded  in  electricity  sales,  up  5.8 
per  cent.  Department  store  sales  registered  a 
gain  of  4.3  per  cent.  Bank  debits  eked  out  a 
gain  of  2.9  per  cent — smallest  gain  ibus  far 
for  any  month  of  this  year.  Freight  car  load- 
ing.s.  following  their  usual  seasonal  decline. 
dropped  12.1  per  cent. 

Although  mure  than  S9  million  worth 
of  ronstruction  permits  were  issued  in 
San  Fruncisco  during  September.,  permit 
valuation  was  6.9  per  cent  less  than  the 
same  month  a  year  ago.  Included  in  the 
month's  total  was  an  addition  to  Citi- 
zens' Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion, Market  and  Geary  Streets,  for 
S1.08.H,000,  and  a  74-unit  apartment 
building.  Clay  and  Franklin,  $1,504,- 
000. 

Airport  traffic  continued  to  ascend  with 
August  figures  soaring  over  any  previous 
month  in  plane  arrivals  and  departures  for 
the  year  ( 14.679 )  and  passengers  off-and-on 
totaling  .567,776  on  17  regularly  scheduled 
airlines. 

September  mortgage  activity  slipped  3.2 
per  cent  from  the  same  month  a  year  ago 
although  the  amount  mortgaged  more  than 
doubled  for  the  month.  Deeds  recorded  fell 
6.8  per  cent  from  September  of  last  year 
but  were  5.9  per  cent  above  the  nine-month 
total  of  last  year. 

PORT  TONNAGE  DROPS 

Port  of  San  Francisco  tonnage  handled 
fell  25.5  per  cent  in  September,  compared  to 
September  of  last  year.  The  nine-month  total 
also  slithered  to  2.6  per  cent  behjw  the  same 
period  last  year. 

Employment  in  seven  counties  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  —  San  Francisco,  Ala- 
meda. Contra  Costa,  Marin.  San  Mateo.  Santa 
Clara  and  Solano — rose  above  1.5  million  for 
the  first  time  in  September — a  4.2  ])er  cent 
gain  oVer  September  of  1961.  The  gain  in 
Santa  Clara  C<iunty  alone  was  9.6  per  cent 
in  September,  against  2.9  per  cent  for  the 
rest  of  the  counties.  Category  with  the  largest 
gain  for  Santa  Clara  County  was  manufactur- 
ing, which  added  10.800  workers.  In  the  San 
Franci.sco-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area,  8..W0 
workers  were  added  in  service  industries. 

BANK  DEBITS  ASCEND 

-San  Jose  ran  away  with  the  big  gains  in 
bank  debits,  up  8.0  per  cent,  and  department 
store  .sales,  up  9.1  per  cent,  while  San  Fran- 
cisco showed  only  modest  gains  in  each  sta- 
tistic. Oakland's  bank  debits  fell  2.6  per  cent 
while  its  department  store  sales  showed  a 
miniscule  gain  of  0.6  per  cent. 

Although  Santa  Clara  County  registered  the 
largest  amount  of  construction  authorized  in 
the  Bay  Area  with  $23.1  million,  Sonoma  and 
Alameda  had  the  largest  proportionate  gains 
from  September  to  .September  in  the  Bay 
Area,  up  66.4  and  39.5  per  cent,  respectively. 
Building  permits  issued  in  all  nine  counties 
thus  far  this  year  have  topped  last  year  by 


14.5  per  cent  and  may  easily  reach  the  billion- 
dollar  mark  for  the  first  time  this  year. 
^'4irld  traile  appeared  to  have  picked 
up  again  in  the  San  Fruncisco  Customs 
District,  according  to  July  figures,  but 
values  of  imports  and  exports  through 
the  district  are  off  15  per  cent  from  last 
year  for  the  vear  to  dale.

Eiglily-tlirce  major  corporation.s,  each  with  assets  totalling  at  least  ten 
million  dollars — including  eight  with  assets  exceeding  two  billion  dollars — 
had  their  headquarters  in  San  Francisco  at  the  end  of  1961,  according  to  the 
Chamber  research  department. 

Seventeen  of  the  San  Francisco  firms  were  among  the  nation's  500  largest 
industrial  or  50  largest  banking,  utility,  merchandising,  and  transportation 
firms.  (W.  P.  Fuller  &  Co.,  ranked  499th  on  Fortune  magazine's  listing  with 
.S76.2  million  sales,  does  not  appear  in  the  figures  because  of  a  merger  shortly 
after  the  end  of  the  year.  I 

Five  years  ago  30  firms  were  listed  —  all  having  assets  of  more  than 
.$44  million.  In  order  to  make  the  top  thirty  in  the  current  Chamber  list,  a 
firm  had  to  have  a  minimum  of  SlOO  million  in  total  assets.  Total  assets  of 
the  first  30  companies  at  the  end  of  1961  were  $41.6  billion.  In  1956  the  figure 
was  $32.6  billion. 

Largest  newcomer  to  the  current  list  is  the  $63  million  Industrial  Indem- 
nity Company  (No.  40)   on  which  no  data  previously  had  been  received. 

Biggest  jump  upwards  from  1960  was  the  Pacific  Gas  Transmission  Com- 
pany with  assets  rising  from  $27.5  million  to  $126.5  million.

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Transit  Victory  Also  Triiimph  for  Chamber 

On  November  6,  voters  of  San  Francisco. 
Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  counties  approved 
a  $792  million  bond  issue  to  finance  the  tri- 
county  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  which 
will  be  America's  first  entirely  new  rail  rapid 
transit  system  in  nearly  half  a  century. 

The  vote  was  close,  but  it  was  a  victory,  not 
alone  for  the  transit-hungry  commuter,  but 
specifically  for  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  for  Adrien  J.  Falk,  former 
Chamber  president  and  current  head  of 
BARTD.  In  13  years  of  battling,  neither 
Falk  nor  the  Chamber  wavered  in  their  de- 
termination to  solve  one  of  the  area's  most 
pressing  problems  —  that  of  mass  transporta- 
tion. It  was  —  and  is  —  a  problem  with  the 
potential  of  civic  disaster. 

The  system  had  to  come.  That  the  voters 
approved  it  at  this  time  had  implications  far 
more  important  than  a  mere  election  victory. 
According  to  Falk,  further  delay  in  passage 
of  the  measure  would  probably  have  added 
$20  million  yearly  in  inflation  costs  alone. 
Further  millions  would  have  been  involved  in 
devising  alternate  routes  set  aside  by  the  state 
until  next  year  for  transit  usage. 

The  project  —  probably  the  largest  ever 
undertaken  in  any  metropolitan  region  —  is 
expected  to  set  the  pattern  for  rapid  transit

development  in  many  other  cities  throughout 
this  country  and  the  world. 

The  district's  plans  call  for  the  construc- 
tion of  an  initial  75-mile  rail  network,  com- 
prised of  subway,  aerial  and  exclusive  sur- 
face lines  connecting  nearly  30  cities  and 
communities  in  this  region. 

At  the  hub  of  the  system  will  be  a  four- 
mile-long  underwater  transit  tube  linking  the 
cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland. 

Specially-designed  lightweight  electric 
trains,  equipped  with  automatic  controls,  will 
operate  over  the  network  at  speeds  of  more 
than  70  miles  an  hour,  and  at  intervals  of 
only  90  seconds  during  peak  commute  hours. 

The  entire  rail  transit  system  has  been  de- 
signed under  a  "space  age"  concept  that  will 
enable  it  to  compete  in  attractiveness  with  the 
private  automobile  —  insofar  as  speed,  com- 
fort, economy  and  convenience  are  concerned. 

Passage  of  the  transit  bond  measure  culmi- 
nates 11  years  of  study  and  planning  by  the 
district,  its  consultants  and  a  predecessor  fact- 
finding commission. 

The  rapid  transit  system  will  require  8V^ 
years  to  construct,  with  the  first  trains 
scheduled  to  begin  operating  in  1966. 

BARTD  President  Falk  hailed  the  voters' 
decision  at  "a  real  breakthrough  in  the  effort 
to  halt  the  costly  waste  of  automobile  con- 
gestion. 

"Not  only  will  it  bring  many  economic 
benefits  to  the  Bay  Area,"  he  said,  "but  it 
will  mean  the  creation  of  a  truly  balanced 
system  of  regional  transportation  —  with 
freeways  as  well  as  rapid  transit." 

The  rapid  transit  project  will  require  an 
average  annual  force  of  3,000  persons  over 
the  8%  years  of  construction,  with  the  peak 
employment  figure  to  rise  as  high  as  8,000 
during  some  periods.

Tremendous  Growth  Noted  at  Airport 

San  Fran<-isco"s  liupe  Internutinnal  Airport,  now  fourth  in  air  passrngcr 
traffic  in  the  United  States,  is  experiencing  a  fremendotis  prowth. 

San  Francisco — with  air  service  to  virtually  every  point  in  the  United 
Stati-s.  Far  East.  Australia,  the  Pacific  Islands,  Central  and  South  America 
and  Europe — hoasts  a  vast  transportation  network.  Included  in  it  arc  major 
transcontinental  rail  and  hifjhway  facilities,  steamship  lines  and  major  air 
carriers. 

San  Francisco's  fortunate  pcopraphic  position  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  com- 
hined  with  excellent  distrihution  facilities,  makes  it  ideal  for  husincss  and 
industry  located  in  the  City  hy  the  Golden  Gate  to  service  a  larger  segment 
of  the  western  markets  at  lower  distrihution  costs  than  can  be  achieved  by 
any  other  Pacific  Coast  city. 

Within  the  next  year  two  expansion  milestones  will  he  passed  at  Inter- 
national Airport  with  the  opening  of  a  south  terminal,  which  will  double  the 
capacity  to  accommodate  air  travelers,  and  with  the  start  of  a  multi-level 
parking  garage  to  provi<le  "the  most  convenient  airport  i)arking  in  the  world." 

In  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  .SO,  passenger  volume  gained  13  per  cent, 
totaling  5,700.000;  mail  increased  14  per  cent  to  67  million  pounds;  and  air 
cargo  jumped  25  j>er  cent  to  a  record  147  million  pounds. 

The  spurting  air  cargo  growth  was  influenced  by  the  constant  worldwide 
expansion  of  Airborne  Freight  Corporation  and  by  the  move  to  International 
Airport  of  one  of  the  nation's  largest  air  freight  airlines.  Slick  Airways — 
which  transferred  its  headquarters  from  Burbank,  California,  in  January. 

With  the  addition  of  Delta  Air  Lines  and  Philippine  Air  Lines,  the  air-

port  now  has  18  major  carriers.  During  the  past  12  months,  the  airport  has 
climbed  from  fifth  to  become  the  fourth  major  air  hub  in  the  nation  and  the 
fifth  largest  in  the  world  in  terms  of  scheduled  airline  passenger  volume. 

The  airport's  south  terminal — including  piers,  taxiways,  aircraft  apron 
areas  and  other  essential  facilities — will  cost  apjjroximately  $14  million  when 
completed  by  the  middle  of  next  year. 

Belford  Bro^vn,  general  manager  of  the  airport  —  commenting  on  the 
mammoth  8,000-car  parking  garage  project — said  "this  will  be  the  most  con- 
venient airport  parking  garage  in  the  world."  He  noted  that  the  first  section 
will  be  more  than  35  per  cent  larger  than  the  biggest  garage  in  the  LInited 
States  and  "will  permit  local  airport  patrons  to  park  closer  to  terminal  build- 
ings than  patrons  can  at  any  airport  in  the  world." 

The  entire  project,  when  completed,  is  expected  to  cost  between  $24  mil- 
lion and  $30  million. 

The  move  of  Slick  Airways  to  the  airport  has  brought  about  300  new 
employments  to  the  area  with  an  annual  payroll  of  more  than  $2  million. 

The  world's  largest  aircraft  maintenance  base,  operated  by  United  Air 
Lines  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  is  a  significant  factor  in  the 
economy  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  The  huge  engineering  and  mainte- 
nance facility  employs  more  than  4,700  engineers,  planners,  administrators 
and  skilled  technicians  in  some  300  job  categories.  With  almost  8,000  employ- 
ees in  the  Bay  Area,  United  ranks  as  one  of  the  leading  "corporate  citizens" 
in  this  region.

struct  the  trans-Bay  transit  tube,  and  anollit-r 
$71-million  in  revenue  bonds  will  be  issued 
to  purchase  rolling  stock  for  the  rapid  transit 
system. 

It  is  virtually  certain  that  a  $47,250,000 
contract  for  design  and  construction  su|)it- 
vision  of  the  project  will  be  allotted  to  ihc 
three  firms  responsible  for  drafting  the  plan 
on  which  the  November  6  ballot  issue  was 
predicated.  Those  firms  were  Bechtel  Corpora- 
tion and  Tudor  Engineering  Company  of  San 
Francisco,  and  Parsons,  Brinckerhoff,  Qu^'le 
and  Douglas  of  New  York  and  San  Fran- 
cisco, 

Actual  construction  of  the  75-mile  net- 
work will  probably  get  underway  in  1964, 
after  legal  and  contractual  underbush  has 
been  cut  away. 

Cities  involved  in  the  project  may  well  be 
set  to  cut  themselves  a  big  slice  of  the  federal 
redevelopment  cake.  If  the  construction  of 
rapid  transit  facilities  results  in  an  actual  and 
factual  redevelopment  of  an  area  of  urban 
blight  (San  Francisco's  Market  Street  is  a 
prime  example),  then  the  federal  government 
would  aid  in  completing  the  redevelopment 
project. 

While  all  the  details  of  a  necessarily  in- 
volved proposal  have  not  been  cleared  up.  the 
fact  remains  that  the  first  giant  step  has 
been  taken  towards  the  solution  of  one  of  the 
Bay  Area's  most  pressing  problems  —  mass 
transportation. 

The  scope  of  this  victory  cannot  now  be 
measured  with  absolute  accuracy,  but  a  vic- 
tory it  certainly  is,  and  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber,  properly  so.  regards  itself  as  a 
key  participant  in  the  victorious  battle,

Advertising  executive  Harry  A.  Lee  is  the  76th  person  to  have  heen  elected 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Lee,  vice  president  of  J.  Waher  Thompson  Company,  also  is  one  of  29  presi- 
dents elected  to  two  terms  or  more  in  the  112-year  history  of  the  Chamber — old- 
est chamber  in  the  West.  Most  recent  president  to  serve  two  terms  was  Walter  A. 
Haas    (1940  and   1941),  current  president  of 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Lee's  re-election  by  the  Chamber  board  of 
directors  occurred  during  a  breakfast  meet- 
ing of  the  board  of  directors  last  week  in  the 
Garden  Room  of  the  Fairmont  Hotel. 

Chamber  president  to  have  served  the 
longest  was  shipping  magnate  William  F. 
Babcock  who  held  the  office  for  five  years 
( 1874-75,  1875-76,  1880-81,  1881-82  and  1882- 
83).  One  of  the  most  famous  paintings  by

Here  is  the  statement  made  by  Harry  A. 
Lee,  vice  president  of  J.  Walter  Thompson, 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  1963: 

*'Having  served  as  president  of  the  Cham- 
ber since  June  of  this  year,  I  am  certainly 
aware  of  the  responsibilities  and  require- 
ments of  this  ofiice  and  it  is  an  honor  for 
me  to  have  been  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

"There  is  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be  done 
if  we  are  to  make  significant  progress  to- 
ward our  main  objective.  This,  of  course,  is 
to  do  everything  possible  to  improve  San 
Francisco^s  business  climate  so  that  our  mem- 
bers have  every  opportunity  to  increase  the 
volume  of  their  business  and  its  profitability. 

"While  there  is  some  debate  about  when 
California  will  become  the  largest  slate  in 
the  nation  (by  people  count),  there  is  no 
question  that  it  will  happen  soon.  By  and 
large  we  have  in  most  respects  kept  pace 
with  our  tremendous  growth  in  the  past  few 
years.  What  concerns  me  most  is  the  econo- 
mists^ prediction  thai  California  will  double 
in  size  to  about  35,000,000  by  1980 — ^just 
18  years  hence! 

**The  Chamber  must  be  concerned  with 
what  kind  of  a  city  San  Francisco  will  be 
two  decades  from  now.  Much  of  what  we 
undertake  to  do  now  will  have  a  significant 
bearing;  or,  more  precisely,  what  we  don't 
do  now.

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October  Business  Activity 
Registers  Impressive  Gain 

San  Francisco's  liusinoss  activity  index  reached  128.3  in  October — the  highest 
for  any  month  this  year  and  2.4  per  cent  ahead  of  the  October  1961  level,  accord- 
ing to  the  Chamber  research  department. 

The  gain  of  10.7  per  cent  from  September  to  October  was  the  largest  registered 
since  March. 

Three  of  the  four  index  components  showed 
gains  in  October  over  the  same  month  last 
year  in  addition  to  gains  over  the  September 
figures.  Department  store  sales  for  October 
were  at  the  exact  level  of  October  of  last  year, 
but  slipped  1.2  per  cent  from  September.  Big- 
gest gains  recorded  from  September  were  in 
bank  debits,  up  19.3  per  cent,  and  freight  car 
loadings,  up  18.2  per  cent.  Electricity  sales 
showed  only  modest  gains  from  September  and 
from  a  year  ago  October. 

Construction  authori7.ed   by    building 

permits   in    San    Francisco  reached    the 

highest    monthly    valuation    in    October 

ever   recorded    for   a   single   month    (at 

least  since  World  War  II)   with  a  total 

value  of  $30,067,615  in  permits. 

Major  projects  included  a  33-story  office 
building  for  the  Hartford  Insurance  Company 
at  633  California  Street,  $11,400,000;  a  1,300- 
car  garage  for  the  gigantic  Golden  Gateway 
project  between  Clay  and  Washington  streets, 
$4,112,000;  a  garage  and  office  building  for 
the  Kaiser  Foundation  hospitals  at  O'Farrell 
and  St.  Joseph's  Avenue,  $2,518,000;  and  a 
sales  and  service  building  for  Les  Vogel 
Chevrolet,  Mission  Street  near  South  Van 
Ness  Avenue,  $1,392,000. 

Although    most    of   the    $30    million 

went    for    non-residential    construction, 

470  dwelling  units,  valued  at  $7.1  mil- 
lion, were  authorized.  A  total  of  3,878 

units  was  authorized  for  dwelling  units 

for  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year — 

exceeded  only  by  the  full  years  oif  1948 

and  1949  since  World  War  II. 

Mortgage  loans  recorded  in  San  Francisco 
in  October  were  valued  at  $42  million,  only 
half  of  the  record  amount  registered  for 
August  but  21.6  per  cent  above  October  of 
1961.  Year-to-date  volume  is  nearly  half  again 
the  1961  figure. 

Employment  in  the  seven  counties  of  tbe 
San  Francisco-Oakland  and  San  Jose  metro- 
politan areas  was  down  20,000  persons  from 
the  all-time  high  of  1,514,500  in  September. 
However,  unemployment  decreased  slightly 
despite  seasonal  retrenchments  in  agriculture. 
Unemployment,  at  4.1  per  cent  of  the  work 
force  in  Santa  Clara  County  and  4.2  per  cent 
in  San  Francisco-Oakland  was  at  its  lowest 
point  for  any  month  since  1956. 

Average  weekly  wages  reached  a  new 

high  in  September  with  manufacturing 

wages  lopping  $120  a  week  for  the  first 

lime.  In  Santa  Clara  County,  the  aver- 
age of  $116.20  in  manufacturing,  al- 
though $1.07  above  the  same  month  a 

year  ago,  was  off  $2.78  from  its  high  of 

last   December.     For  reasons   unknown, 

average     rimslrurlion     wages     fell     $IS 

from  the  August  high  and  were  off  5.4 

per  cent  from  the  same  month  of  last 

year.

Thus 
far  this  year  more  than  $946  million  has  been 
authorized — more  than  any  full  year  except 
1961  and  16  per  cent  ahead  of  the  first  10 
months  of  1961. 

Already   49,614   dwelling   units   have 
been  authorized  in  the  nine  counties  for 

the  first  ten  months  of  this  yeai more 

than  any  entire  year  since  statistics  have 
been  kept  on  the  building  boom. 
An  18  per  cent  gain  in  imports  into  the 
San  Francisco  Customs  District  in  August 
sparked  a  revival  in  world  trade.  The  $49 
million  figure  for  that  month  (latest  avail- 
able) was  the  highest  recorded  since  Decem- 
ber of  1959.  Exports  continued  to  climb;  to 
date  they  have  registered  10  per  cent  more  in 
valuation  than  the  first  eight  months  of  last 
year  did. 

Foreign  tonnage,  inbound  and  outbound,  at 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco  for  October  was 
4.2  per  cent  above  the  same  month  last  year. 
indicating  that  later  figures  for  imports  and 
exports  should  show  further  significant  in- 
creases. Total  tonnage  moved  here  was  about 
equal  to  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  Cargo 
tonnage  around  all  of  San  Francisco  Bay  was 
off  0.8  per  cent  inbound  and  up  2.3  per  cent 
outbound. 

Both  air  freight  and  air  express  estab- 
lished new  records  at  San  Francisco  In- 
ternational Airport  for  September,  show- 
ing increases  of  16.5  per  cent  and  29.0 
per  cent  respectively  over  September  of 
last  year.    Passenger  traffic  was  up  13.6 
per  cent  and  scheduled  airlines  flights 
up  13.4  per  cent  for  the  month. 
Department   store   sales   for  September  re- 
mained even  in  San  Francisco  with  the  same 
month  of  last  year,  were  off  2.1  per  cent  in 
Oakland  and  up  3.5  per  cent  in  San  Jose.  For 
the  10  months  period,  however,  San  Jose  sales 
rose  8.0  per  cent,  San  Francisco  was  up  3.8 
per  cent  and  Oakland  was  up  2.9  per  cent. 
November    and    December    are    expected    by 
many  to  be  better  than  the  same  months  last 
year  with   retail   trade  expected,  in  general, 
to  fare  well  in  1962,

Agriculture  Potent  Economic  Force

Mouth  of  the  cornucopia  of  north- 
ern California's  vast  agricultural  area 
is  San  Francisco.  The  complex  germane 
to  the  industry  stretches  for  450  miles 
from  Kern  County  in  the  south  to 
Redding  in  Shasta  County.  The  48  coun- 
ties of  northern  California  hold  73,412 
farms,  74  per  cent  of  those  in  the  state. 
They  comprise  80  per  cent  of  the  state's 
total  farm  acreage. 

The  areas  immediately  adjacent  to 
San  Francisco  grow  lettuce,  artichokes, 
apples,  pears,  prunes,  and  almost  all  other  known  varieties  of  fruit  and  vegetables. 
Apples  of  the  Sonoma  region  rank  with  the  world's  best.  So  superior  are  prunes  of 
the  Santa  Clara  valley  that  only  one  nation  in  the  world  exercises  a  tariff  on  their  import. 
(That  nation  is  France,  and  a  sobering  note  is  that  France's  position  in  the  European 
Common  Market  may  result  in  imposition  of  tariffs  by  the  ECM's  six  nations.) 

In  California  are  produced  90  per  cent  of  all  grapes  and  100  per  cent  of  all  raisins 
consumed  in  the  United  States.  Wine  growers  turn  out  85  per  cent  of  the  beverage  con- 
sumed in  the  nation.  The  grape  industry  alone  provides  jobs  for  111.000  persons,  and 
growers  boast  an  annual  return  of  $148  million.  A  significant  part  of  this  activity  is  in 
the  nine-county  Bay  Area. 

Agriculture  alone  adds  $.3.2  billion  yearly  to  the  state's  economy,  but  there 
to  it  than  that.  Industries  which  benefit  directly — and  immensely — from  their 
with  agriculture  are  transportation,  petroleum,  machinery,  chemicals  (fertilize 
feed,  banking,  and  the  manufacture  of  containers,  caps  and  labels. 

When   all   these   factors   are   combined   with   actual   farm   and    processing 
agriculture  in  the  state  of  California  may  be  considered  to  be  an  $ll-bilIion  industry. 
And  of  the  $11  billion,  a  great  share  finds  its  way  through  the  farms  and  vineyards  of 
northern  California  into  the  hub  city  of  San  Francisco. 

The  economic  present  and  future  of  tile  city  are  inevitably  linked  to  the  farms  of 
northern  California.  The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  through  its  agricultural 
committee,  has  pledged  to  serve  with  continuing  loyalty  in  its  efforts  to  strengthen 
agriculture,  tying  more  firmly  the  cord  which  links  the  farmer,  the  businessman,  the 
financier  and  the  industrialist.

Public  Utilities  'Sealed  Bids^  Policy  Draws  Opposition 


The  Chamber  has  gone  on  record  in  protest 
of  "the  need  or  propriety"  of  an  order  from 
the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  which, 
if  implemented,  would  require  that  all  firms 
within  the  commission's  purview  purchase 
equipment,  supplies  and  services  only  through 
sealed  bids  solicited  publicly. 


Charles  C.  Miller,  manager  of  the  Chamber 
transportation  department,  appeared  for  the 
Chamber  at  PUC  hearings  in  San  Francisco 
to  protest  that  while  "the  Chamber  does 
recognize  the  need  in  certain  instances  of

Study  of  Water  Supply  Problem 

(The  importance  of  California's  water  plans  and  the  relationship  of  the  Chamber  to  the  prob- 
lem has  been  cogently  and  clearly  stated  by  Charles  F.  Ayres,  feature  writer  of  the  San  Francisco 
Daily  Commercial  News.  We  are  pleased  to  reprint  his  article.)

The  agricultural  committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  hag 
unanimously  resolved  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley-Delta 
aspect  of  California's  water  conservation  and  distribution  plans.  The  decision  fol- 
lowed a  panel  discussion  by  three  speakers  at  a  luncheon  in  the  Fairmont  Hotel. 

Panelists  included  Dr.  Milton  Fireman,  soils  and  water  specialist.  Agricultural 
Extension  Service.  University  of  California  at 


Davis;  J.  Allan  Hall,  manager  of  the  Banta- 
Carbona  Irrigation  Dis- 
trict, Tracy,  and  Lang- 
don  W.  Owen,  chief  of 
the  Delta  Study  Unit  of 
the  California  State  De- 
partment of  Water  Re- 
sources. The  topic: 
"Does  the  Stale  Water 
Plan  Include  Adequate 
Safeguards  Against  Wa- 
ter and  Soil  Pollution  in 
Northern  California?" 

The  individual  discus- 
sions and  the  questions 
and  answers  that  fol- 
lowed demonstrated  that 
man's  ancient  rights  to 
water,  along  with  his  inherent  need,  today 
involve  such  a  complexity  in  need  of  recon- 
cilliation  that  the  sea-sun-rain-fall-and-back- 
to-the-sea  cycle  now  requires  the  variable  of 
man's  planning. 

And  it  demonstrated  that  abundance,  while

basic,  is  not  always  the  most  compelling  con- 
sideration when  it  comes  to  the  storing  up  and 
distribution  of  water.  Quality  is  the  big  item 
and  the  diverting  waters,  or  their  comming- 
ling, all  enter  into  the  question  of  quality. 
And  quality  itself  varies  in  interpretation  ac- 
cording to  purposes  of  the  user. 

Thus  Hall,  concerned  with  the  agricultural 
irrigation  problems  of  the  lower  San  Joaquin 
area,  could  truthfully  conclude  there  are  a 
number  of  flaws  in  the  State  plan.  And  not 
the  least  of  these,  he  could  claim,  is  the  grant- 
ing of  water  rights  for  export  from  his  area, 
"to  more  water  than  the  river  flows  in  all  but 
better  than  normal  years." 

The  2.400.000  acres  of  reservoir  space  en- 
visioned for  the  Stanislaus,  he  claimed,  is  an 
amount  2%  times  the  flow  in  a  normal  year. 

In  planning,  the  State  didn't  figure  on  suf- 
ficient waters  to  stay  in  the  areas  of  their 
origination,  he  argued,  adding  "unless  we  ex- 
port conservatively  we  ultimately  could  have 
as  serious  a  situation  throughout  California 
as  we  now  have  in  the  lower  San  Joaquin."

Fox  pointed  out  that  the  SEC  charges  that 
tlie  exchange  "has  violated  laws  and  regula- 
tions protecting  the  investing  public"  have 
been  "'thoughtfully  reviewed." 

'*Il  is  recognized,"  Fox  continued, 
"by  the  mining  committee  of  the  Cham- 
ber that  the  Mining  Exchange  is  prop- 
erly subject  to  regulation  and  due  scru- 
tiny by  the  SEC. 

"However,  the  exchange  has  been  in  opera- 
tion in  San  Francisco  for  100  years  and  is  a 
registered  and  qualified  exchange  for  the  mar- 
keting of  mining  stock  under  the  regulations 
of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission. 
It  is  understood  this  is  the  first  proceeding  ever 
instituted  against  any  exchange  for  the  termi- 
nation of  its  registration. 

"Among  the  charges  brought  by  the  SEC  is 
the  claim  that  the  exchange  failed  to  file  re- 
ports as  required  at  certain  periods  during  the 
last  several  decades.  The  mining  committee 
determined  that  these  filings  were  made  on 
later  dates  than  prescribed  by  the  SEC.  It  is 
also  claimed  that  the  physical  layout  of  the 
exchange  is  not  adequate  and  that  certain 
irregularities  or  technical  violations  have  oc- 
cured.  So  far  as  the  mining  committee  could 
determine  there  has  been  no  demonstration  of 
dishonesty  or  intent  to  defraud  the  investing 
public. 

"The  mining  committee  believes  that 
ihc  San  Francisco  Mining  Exchange  has 
rendered  and  should  continue  to  render 
essential  services  by  making  possible 
the  financing  of  small  mining  enter- 
prises whose  stocks  do  not  qualify  for 
trading  on  the  regular  stock  exchange. 
Virtually  all  the  large  producing  min- 
ing enterprises  of  the  nation  have 
sprung  from  ventures  that  were,  intial- 
ly,  very  small. 


"The  mining  committee,  wliose  membership 
is  representative  of  large  mineral  production

Chamber  In  Water  Rights  Fight

That  situation  was  dramatized,  he  reminded, 
in  the  last  three  years  '"when  we  lost  a  lot  of 
good  orchard  acreage  and  suffered  in  all  other 
crops  in  production."  In  1959  the  water  sup- 
ply was  54  per  cent  of  a  normal  year,  a  year 
later  it  was  53  per  cent  and.  finally  in  1961  it 
dropped  to  36  per  cent.  Hall  reported. 

So  he  argued  for  extreme  conservation  in 
water  export  because  "our  economic  success 
in  California  depends  on  all  years.  ..." 

But  Owen,  the  State  water  resources  depart- 
ment man.  directed  attention  to  the  broader 
aspect  of  the  problem,  which  includes  as  well 
as  agricultural  purposes,  human  consumption, 
fish  and  wildlife  needs,  recreation,  industrial 
uses  and  a  host  of  other  needs. 

And.  he  said,  in  many  instances  the  quality 
of  California  water  not  only  is  protected  in 
State  planning  and  administration,  but  ac- 
tually enhanced.  Fisheries,  he  stressed,  are 
our  first  index  of  water  quality;  where  you 
protect  fish  "in  almost  all  cases  you  are  pro- 
viding protection  against  future  degradation 
of  water." 

Our  water  code,  he  said,  provides  legisla- 
tive guarantees  that  water  quality  and  users' 
rights  will  be  protected.  The  over-all  plan,  a 
continuing  fusion  of  the  regional  and  sec- 
tional interests  involved,  looks  toward  abund- 
ance for  all  in  quality. 

The  safeguards  are  provided,  he  main- 
tained, in  a  project  looking  to  the  many-pur- 
posed needs  of  water  supply  in  California  for 
the  next  60  years,  and  toward  construction  to 
meet  those  needs  for  the  next  30  to  35  years. 

Dr.  Fireman,  who  opened   the   discussion 


with  remarks  of  a  more  academic  nature, 
pointed  out  that  tile  complexity  of  the  prob- 
lem sometimes  "causes  people  to  forget  they 
depend  more  on  water  management,  rainfall 
and  drainage  than  on  water  itself  (in  respect 
to  multiple  uses)." 

The  most  common  water  problem  in  Cali- 
fornia, he  reminded,  is  that  of  salt  and  so- 
dium, wliich  affects  between  two  and  three 
million  acres  in  the  Stale.  Salinity  and  alkali 
soils,  he  noted,  can  be  reclaimed,  but  reclama- 
tion requires  adequate  drainage.
